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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to the Amendment submitted February 27, 2004. The text of 
those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a prior 
Office action. 

Claims 54-61 are currently pending in this application. 
Election/Restriction 

1 . Cancellation of non-elected claims 29-52 by Applicant in the amendment 
submitted February 27, 2004 has been noted. Applicant may re-file said claims in a 
divisional application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §§ 102 and 103 

2. The 35 U.S.C. §§102 and 103 rejections as set forth in the previous Office action 
have been withdrawn in view of Applicant's cancellation of claims 1-28 and 53 as set 
forth in the amendment submitted February 27, 2004. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 54-61 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 
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Regarding claim 54, the specific method of adjusting an electrochemical bath for 
an electrochemical deposition process, comprising: 

- identifying at least some of the one or more generated constituents by determining 
the first and second copper electroless bath compositions, and 

- adding an additive material having a composition that is substantially the same as at 
least one or more generated constituents to a 3 rd copper electroless bath to form a 
4 th copper electroless bath was not taught or suggested by the prior art of record. 

Regarding claim 58, the specific method of adjusting an electrochemical bath for 
an electrochemical deposition process, comprising: 

- identifying at least some of the one or more generated constituents by determining 
the first and second copper electrochemical bath compositions, and 

- adding an additive material having a composition that is substantially the same as at 
least one or more generated constituents to a 3 rd copper electrochemical bath to 
form a 4 th copper electrochemical bath was not taught or suggested by the prior art 
of record.
